Missed us!

We were all comfortably oblivi- 
ous at 00:37 UTC on January 8 
when a space rock, now named 
“2019 AS5”, zipped passed Earth 
so close that it was within the or- 
bits of several GPS and geosynchronous satellites. No news of this writing of any satellites having been hit. 
Part of the unnerving piece of this news was that we did not see it coming. It was only discovered 9 hours 
later, after it had already flown past. In this case, the rock was “only” a couple of meters wide. If this rock 
had hit Earth’s atmosphere, some pieces probably would have made it through re-entry, but the damage 
would likely have been minimal. However not all space rocks are this small. 


As of January 12, NASA’s Center for Near Earth Object Studies is tracking 19,413 known Near Earth Aster- 
oids. Of these, 1947 are considered potentially hazardous Earth-crossing Asteroids (PHA), and there are new 
ones being discovered all the time : www.cneos.jpl.nasa.gov/stats/totals.html. To be classified as a PHA, 
the rock has to be more than about 500 feet in diameter, and its known orbit needs to bring it within 0.05 au 
of hitting our planet (1 au being the distance between Earth and our Sun). 


The web site : www.spaceweather.com maintains an update list recent and upcoming Earth-asteroid en- 
counters. Nothing on the current list through to the end of February to worry about. But as with 2019 AS5, 
maybe we should check back more often, to see if there are any interesting updates!

Make ham radio a habit 
By Dan Romanchik, KB6NU 


Every week, I get an email newsletter from Penguin Random House called Signature. Signature includes 
links to articles about books and writing. Being a writer, I clicked on the link to "5 Good Writing Habits You 
Need to Learn Now." As I was reading the article, it occurred to me that the advice could also apply to ama- 
teur radio. 


So, with apologies to the author, Lorraine Berry, here are five things you can do to make ham radio a habit: 


1. To get on the air more, or to do more building, set up a time to do it. If you enjoy getting on the 
air or homebrewing, but never seem to be able to find the time to do it, you need to put it on your 
schedule. Set aside the time a couple of days, or a week, or even a month in advance, and you'll 
be more likely to do it. If you set up a regular time every week, pretty soon it will be a habit. 

2. If ham radio is important to you, create an environment that encourages you to do ham radio. To 
make ham radio a habit, you really need a place that's set up to do ham radio. If you have to dig 
out and set up your equipment every time that you want to get on the air, you're just not going to 
do it. You need a "shack" that makes it easier for you to engage in the hobby. Richards, K8JHR, 
gave me some great advice back in 2012 on where and how to set up a shack (https:// 
www.kb6nu.com/building-a-new-shack). 

3. Create temptations that reward you for your new habit of ham radio. For me, being able to make 
interesting contacts, or building some new gizmo, is reward enough, but you may want to reward 
yourself with a beer or some ice cream after an operating session. 

4. Make it easy to do what you like to do. This is related to #2. Your shack should have everything 
you need to easily do whatever ham radio activities you enjoy doing. If you enjoy operating, then 
it should have a nice operating desk. If you enjoy building, then set it up so that all of your tools 
are readily accessible. The easier it is to do, the more likely it is that you'll do it. If you enjoy op- 
erating portable, then build up a kit that has all the stuff you need, and have it ready to go when 
you're ready to go. 

5. Start with the Two-Minute Rule for new habits and continue from there. The "two minute 
rule" (https://www.lifehack.org/articles/productivity/how-stop-procrastinating-and-stick- 
good-habits-using-the-2-minute-rule.html) is a tool to help you overcome procrastination. The 
idea is to allot just two minutes to a task that you'd like to complete or a skill that you'd like to 
develop. It's a small commitment, but enough to get you started, and the idea is that once you're 
started on a particular task or project, continuing work on that task or project becomes a lot easier. 
Those two minutes could easily become a half hour or an hour once you've gotten the ball rolling. 


Armed with this advice, I'm expecting you to be a more active ham in 2019. I'll be listening for you on 40m.

First Impressions: FT-8 Contest Mode In Action

It was my first experience with “contest mode” for FT-8 in the new WSJT-X v2.0.0 software release. As ad- 
vertised, the January ARRL RTTY round-up would be one of the first big chances to try this out, so I did. 
Warning : If you have not tried FT-8 in contest mode yet, I must advise you: it is addictive! I meant to only 
spend an hour trying it out. Tuning up to 14.130 as the contest notes had suggested, there were plenty of FT- 
8 signals found there, all decoding with the “CQ RU” prefix (the special decode seen when the WSJT-X was 
configured in contest mode for the RTTY contest). I started pouncing. When I did get an answer, the soft- 
ware picked it up, and completed the QSO and log entry from there. It was that easy. I kind of lost track of 
time until I was shaken from this high octane 15-second cycle induced waterfall watching trance with a call 
to dinner downstairs - six hours later! 


In the end, with FT-8 in contest mode that weekend, I’d logged contacts into 43 out of the 50 states, plus a 
few Canadian provinces and about a dozen DX entities. Also included in the log were some local contacts 
with fellow Club members Lee Quarella, K.D2QYD, and John O’Connell, K2QA. Great to make the con- 
tacts, and see you guys giving it a try too! During the contest I saw Club member Sheldon, K2MEN’s call 
sign out there too. For a little while we were both battling to get the attention of a station from Sierra Leone 
(he won). Anyone else give it a try? Next up for FT-8 contest mode is ARRL Field Day. I look forward to 
seeing how this new contest mode will work out then!

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New CEO Wants ARRL to Serve All Ages and Amateur Radio Interests 


Newly elected ARRL CEO Howard Michel, WB2ITX, is still 

on the uphill side of the learning curve as he acquaints himself 

with ARRL Headquarters and the nearly 90 staffers who work 

there. The New Jersey native arrived at HQ on October 15 and 
has spent much of his time since meeting with department managers 
and others to get his bearings, with an eye toward building consensus 
and aligning people, programs, and services in the same direction. 


"I'm still trying to understand what is working and where the chal- 
lenges are," Michel said. "Once I understand where the challenges 
are, I need to understand why. Before I make any changes in what 
we're doing, I need to make sure the change is a step in the right di- 
rection and for the right reasons, and not kind of a random process." 


Michel would like to see ARRL focus on the future of Amateur Radio and not become the redoubt of a par- 
ticular generation of radio amateur or interest group. He said, "Ham radio shouldn't abandon the old guardi- 
ans of the hobby, but at the same time, it needs to have new things that appeal to people who have different 
interests and different passions." 


Ham radio appears currently entrenched with opposition often expressed to FT8 and other digital modes and 
protocols that bend Amateur Radio traditions and conventions, Michel observed. However, as he sees it, 
technology for the whole of Amateur Radio has been changing, and detractors to advances have always been 
present. He'd like ARRL to encourage more technological diversity without creating controversy. 


"My kick is seeing the technology advance," the former IEEE president and CEO said. "I want to see hams 
embrace the new technology -- as long as we do that in a way that those who don't adopt the new technology 
won't feel abandoned." In his view, the real reason behind the continued enthusiasm for CW "is not the tech- 
nology; it's the legacy." 


At the same time, resources should reflect usage and interest, with respect to the spectrum and with respect 
to how many pages QST devotes to a particular interest area. "Everything should reflect the growth and 
change, without abandoning the legacy interests." 


Acknowledging the incessant push to get more young people into Amateur Radio, Michel wants to explore 
ways "to morph some of the League's processes and services and products into something that would appeal 
to the newer generation of hams." 


"Young people in general don't join organizations, but they join causes," he said. "With that kind of attitude, 
how do we develop the same kind of ability for people interested in Amateur Radio to self-organize around 
causes? And if we can design the infrastructure around that, maybe they'll see value in ARRL and become a 
new type of member -- not one who necessarily comes to ham club meetings once a month but finds the 
League can facilitate what they want to do." 


Michel said he's always enjoyed tinkering with ham gear, building it, modifying it, and repairing it, and then 

making it do something new or different. He concedes that while he has not had an opportunity to do much 

hamming as he's moved around with the military and for academic and business pursuits, he'd like to become 
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more active, and he is presently exploring his options as an apartment dweller. As for FT8, he'd like to try it, 
if for no other reason than the novelty. 


Michel said he definitely wants to encourage partnerships with other organizations with which ARRL might 
share some common ground, including IEEE. 


"We can't do everything ourselves. We have to find partnerships," he said. Some IEEE operating units would 
be applicable to Amateur Radio, and he's already heard from two unit heads that are both hams. 


Michel also feels that radio amateurs need to extend their gaze beyond the everyday nuts and bolts of Ama- 
teur Radio operating. "What we need to do is protect the spectrum from competition, develop interest in the 
various facets of Amateur Radio, and not try to pick fights 'in house," he said. "Spectrum is the gold of the 
21st century."

FEMA Region 10 will conduct monthly communications exercises (COMMEX) on the third Wednesday of 
each month, starting on January 16, 1730 - 1900 UTC. Amateur Radio operators are invited to take part. The 
intent of these exercises is to test and exercise interoperable communication (federal/state/local/tribal/ 
Amateur Radio) during a major disaster in which the communication infrastructure is significantly damaged 
or destroyed. 


FEMA Region 10 will use the call sign WGY910. Other stations associated with agencies and organizations 
that provide response support in accordance with the National Response Framework are encouraged to par- 
ticipate. 


The COMMEX will use these "dial" or "window" frequencies on 60 meters - including 5,330.5 kHz, 5,346.5 
kHz, 5,357.0 kHz, 5,371.5 kHz, and 5,403.5 kHz - as part of the exercise. The area of operation is the conti- 
nental US.

ARLB016 ARRL Executive Committee Updated on Regulatory, Governance Issues 


ARRL President Rick Roderick, KSUR, chaired the ARRL Executive Committee (EC) meeting on October 
20 in Bloomington, Minnesota. During his opening comments, President Roderick said his membership con- 
tacts have indicated that strong support exists for the Entry-Level License Enhancement petition to the FCC 
as well as for the Volunteer Monitor Program that would supplant the current Official Observers. 


General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, told the EC that the Amateur Radio Parity Act remains alive in Con- 
gress as part of the House-passed version of the Financial Services and General Government authorization 
Act (FSGG). The measure now is before a House-Senate conference committee to resolve differences be- 
tween the versions passed by each house. Imlay indicated that administrative implementation of the bill's 
provisions remains on the table should the act not be included in the FSGG authorization bill. 


Imlay said that ARRL is awaiting final approval from the FCC of a new Memorandum of Understanding for 
the Amateur Auxiliary. Discussions are under way with key players planning the rollout and implementation 
of the Volunteer Monitor program. 


The EC also was told that the FCC has yet to reply to ARRL's concerns regarding a recent FCC Enforcement 
Advisory that addressed the importation and use of non-certified radios, which have been marketed to the 
general public. ARRL officials recently conferred with FCC officials about the Advisory, expressing con- 
cerns about a portion of the notice that called on radio amateurs possessing such radios not to use them. 
ARRL officials believe there was no valid legal basis for that assertion in the notice. The EC directed Imlay 
to prepare a "white paper" explaining ARRL's position on the issue to inform members in response to inquir- 
ies.

In another FCC matter, ARRL officials met with the chief and staff members of the FCC Wireless Telecom- 
munications Bureau to urge more rapid FCC resolution of a series of long-pending rulemaking proceedings 
now before the Bureau. Most urgent are the long-delayed "symbol rate" petition (WT Docket 16-239) and 
the ARRL's Entry-Level License Enhancement petition. The FCC has not yet put the latter petition on public 
notice for comment. 


In other action, the Committee directed the Board's National Broadband Plan Committee to continue moni- 
toring potential threats to the 5.850 - 5.925 GHz, 10 GHz, and 24 GHz bands. Amateur allocations within the 
so-called "mid-band" spectrum (3.7 - 7.125 GHz) now are under consideration for fixed and mobile broad- 
band allocation. 


On the subject of the ARRL Policy on Board Governance and Conduct of Members of the Board of Direc- 
tors and Vice Directors, the EC considered and extensively discussed two proposed restatements of that pol- 
icy. The EC adopted a motion to recommend a draft proposal prepared by the committee appointed by the 
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President to the full Board, with a draft prepared by Imlay also presented as an alternative. The Board holds 
its next regular meeting in January. 


The EC also received a status report on the review of Ethics and Elections Guidelines to be presented to the 
Board in January. The ad hoc committee formed for the purpose will circulate its proposal 60 days in ad- 


vance of the January Board meeting.

GCARC <at> Mailman <dot> QTH <dot> Net e-mail reflector guidelines 


1. No attachments (e.g. pictures, files) are allowed on the reflector. 


2. If you have Club-related pictures that you would like to share, you can send them to the webmaster, he 


will put them on the website and he will send out a general e-mail to all the members. 


3. Otherwise, the pictures will have to be sent to the members’ addresses. 


4. URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 

5. Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The message 
will be rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 

6. Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. You 
must use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 

7. If you use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the re- 
flector does not recognize that address. 

8. Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator has 
to log-in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address as be- 
longing to a Club member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector.
